That is the reason that we refuse to be diverted or 
led astray *by political reforms like the initiative, referendum 
and recall. Each in itself is a good enough reform and has been 
agitated for a long time by the Socialists and forms a part of 
our program today. 

Merc changes in the mechanism of expressing the will of 
the people are, however, of minor importance when compared 
with the reform of economic conditions. 


Moreover, the change* in economic conditions are upon us. 

We see the trusts not only doing sway with competition, 
but also asking for government interference and for gw.crn- 
ment regulation of prices. 

In other words, we have the spectacle of the trusts sur¬ 
rendering part of their ownership and practically offering that 
part of their ownership to the government. 

Thus the trusts—or at least tome of the trusts—are willing 
to part with the»» ownership because they now feel that their 
business has ceased to be a private concern. Because the trusts 
feel that their business has become a public utility of the most 
public and most utilitarian sort. 


Things arc different now-a-days. 

The working class not only builds the houses, ships and 
machines, but that class also teaches the public schools. Not 
only the man who sets up the papers and books is a working¬ 
man, but also the man who writes them, usually belongs to 
our class. 

The capitalist class depends upon us not only for a living 
but also for information and defense. 

We deny that the capitalist class is our superior in any way.

Recently at Pana, 
Ill., in the raining region, he was 
billed to give a Chautauqua lecture, 
but the Socialists put out leaflet* 
giving the fellow’s record, and he 
was conspicuous by his absence dur¬ 
ing the entire chautauqua. What 
fierce enemies we do have! 


We want the Initiative. But we want much more the old- 
age pension for every working man and working woman of 
sixty and over. 

We want the Referendum, and we vote for it. But we 
want insurance against being out of work far more. 

We want me RecalL But a pension for orphans—at least 
those' who have no father—or one for working women during 
the period of child-bearing, is of infinitely greater importance 
than the right to recall a judge. 


The capitalist class surely has not better fighting qualities. 
In case of a fight the canitalists would have tn hire some of 
our class to do their fighting for them. 

And as long as the public schools exist no priest or clergy¬ 
man can make us believe that this system is God-ordained— 
that it is God-ordained that a trust magnate should have an 
income of sixty million dollars a year or more and that hi:s 
employes should hardly earn $400 on the average, so that the 
magnate may be able to buy a prince for a son-in-law. 


But the change is also coming from the other side. 

The great majority of the people have no interest 111 keep¬ 
ing up the present system. And especially the working class 
is bound to become revolutionary as a class. 


Of the political reforms a new constitution is the most 
important. Because with the old constitution social reforms 
are almost impossible. No matter how good and beneficial a 
law may be—it will, as a rule, be declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court. And, as a rule, it really is unconstitutional, 
because our constitution was framed at a time entirely different 
from ours and for an ntire’.y different people. 


Our working men today build a few palaces and many 
hovels. They live in the hovels, and the few capitalists live 
in the palaces. •* 

Our working men in the woolen mills make a small amount 
of fine cloth and millions of yards of shoddy. They wear tite 
shoddy, and the idlers wear the fine cloth 

Workingmen and woijcingwomen have to go down into the 
mines'or into dingy, ill-ventilated factor.^* and workshops and 
toil there from eight to twelve hours a day. They ruin their 
health by work, so that the few people who have the money 
can continue to ruin their health by doing nothing. 


Moreover, we have the ballot. No subjected class ever be¬ 
fore hsd the same political basis as the ruling class. We have 
it. We have the franchise, and on election day your vote is as 
good as Rockefeller’s if you make the right use of it. 

If. however, you throw it away and vote with Rockefeller, 
that is your own fault, not his. 


Beware Land Schemes ! 

We must warn Socialists from th* 
land swindle* that are found in big 
full page newspaper advertisements, 
usually Florida land, or in some other 
far away place. The find is there all 
nght. but the advertisements do ;;ot 
tell all the facts, all the conditions 
that effect it as a place of successful 
residence tor the Granger. 

Tnc land companies arc after your 
money. They would not think of 
also mentioning the drawbacks.' 

Only the other day a priest wrote 
a church paper from Florida, warn¬ 
ing Catholics to be on their guard. 
"Latui that is offered for sale in 
Florida," he wrote, "is land that the 
sawmill has nude as desolate as a 
cemetery. It full of stumps and 
weeds and no nutter what is paid, it 
will take much more to clear it. I 
could fill volumes with stones that 
dixapnointed settlers have shouted in 
my ears.'* He says it is useless to 
settle away from a railroad, and tells 
of cne man who sent fifteen boxes 
of grape fruit to Baltimore and it 


When the constitution was framed, this was a nation of 
frontier farmers and hunters, with a few merchants in the 
seaports.

tutions the courts have acquired 
enormous powers which no one 
at the beginning of our national ca¬ 
reer dreamed they would ever pos¬ 
sess. 

The issuance of injunctions against 
workingmen is one of these. 

They say that Mr. Taft is not an 
original man. 

But if b originated the injunction 
in labor disputes, he is entitled to 
discredit and everlasting ignominy 
for at least one original thought. 

When this misuse of the injunction 
first came into vogut back in the 
nineties, we were all amr.zed and 
shocked. The audacity of it almost 
took our breath away. 

We have now got used to it 
.But the fact that we have got used 
to it docs not make the hare walls 
of a jail any m«>re cheerful- 

It does not make the club of a po¬ 
liceman descending upon the alleged 
violator of an outrageous injunction 
feel any softer. 

It does not make the despair over 
a lost .strike—lost because the strik¬ 
ers were enjoined from doing any- 1 


thing to win the strike—any less 
painful. 

It docs not make. long hours of la- i 
I bor seem any shorter. 

It does not make men. w«.mcn and 
children feel the deprivation of every¬ 
thing worth while any the less 
keenly. 

This use of the injunction was an ; 
infamous usurpation in the first 
place. It came into existence by the 
judges stretching their own powers 

There are two ways to get rid of it. 

One way is by enacting laws pro¬ 
hibiting the courts from exercising it.

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Prof. John Graham Brooks, the Noted Sociologist, 
Charmed with Milwaukee Socialist Administration 


Millions 
To Be Clean 


[San Francisco Bulletin ] 

a DISTINCT progress toward 
Socialism throughout this coun¬ 
try. with result? in better gov¬ 
ernment where Socialists have been 
elected to offict, is the observation of 
Professor John Graham Brooks, 
newly appointed lecturer on econom¬ 
ics at the University of California, at 
Berkeley. 

Professor Brooks has given his life 
to the study of labor condition* and 
economic problems, and speak* with 
the authority f a leader in his field. 
He is the author of several books, 
among them the famous "Social Un¬ 
rest.” Tie is not a Socialist. 

Brooks ha*, just conic from Butte. 
Mont., where the heads of the city 
government arc Socialists, and spent 
much of his summer in Milwaukee, 
where the Socialists are in office. 

He reports that these two cities are 
having their governments cleaned up 
as never before in their history, and 
that business men who hated and 
feared the Socialist* on their first 
candidacy are praising their work 
now that they arc elected. 

Giving Best Administration 

"The point is,” said Professor 
Brooks, “that there is scarcely a thing 
in the government oi these Socialists, 
at Milwaukee or Butte, which is 
really Socialistic. They arc not chang¬ 
ing the economic system, but they 
are giving these cities the best, the 
cleanest and most satisfactory busi¬ 
ness administration in their history, 
and arc repairing the damage, 
wrought by years of the old graft re¬ 
gime. 

“The Milwaukee Socialists came 
into office greatly handicapped. Their 
city was heavily in debt. They are 
devoting their efforts, wisely, to the 
clearing off of this debt and to a gen¬ 
eral civic cleanup, doing what the 
governments before them did not do.

Coming Out Boldly 

What excuses do the ministers of¬ 
fer? .Absolutely none! Most of them, 
in fact, arc now boldly asserting that 
the Gospel cannot be preached with¬ 
out preaching many of the doctrines 
of Socialism. It is highly probable 
that the preacher*, seeking to fortify 
themselves against the attacks of So¬ 
cialists, who have loudly declared that 
the Bible teaches their doctrines, have 
discovered th< 


C liERE is a new heresy It is 
not theological and metaphysical 
like old heresies, but i* »* social 
and ethical. The churches arc honey¬ 
combed with this new doctrine. The 
process, which may he one of recov¬ 
ery and restoration, has been going 
on quietly for nearly two decades. 
But it is within the past ten years, 
perhaps less, that Socialism has en¬ 
trenched itself in the churches of this 
country. Who is responsible? 

Firstrthe ministers are responsible 
In this respect, notwithstanding the 
old adnge. the pulpit has been far in 
advance of the pew. Without label¬ 
ing it. perhaps without knowing it in 
every instance, they have been 
preaching Socialism. It is significant

The tendency 
at present is none to happy, for signs 
are not wanting that a portion of the 
ministry’, whose motives I shall not 
impugn, is setting it>elf to the.task 
of discrediting that other portion be¬ 
lieving in the necessity of the social 
rather than the doctrinal emphasis.

But the responsibility for Socialism 
being pre* dent in the churches is not 
solely with *he minister. Conditions 
have made it imperative that he 
preach a social gospel. The church

ing st.niggle for economic independence in the 
face of the all-conquering power of concen¬ 
trated capital; and rven the capitalist himself. 


-gw CM AN’ life depends upon food, clothing 
and shelter. Only when these are **- 
sured are freedom, culture and higher 
human development possible. To produce food, 
clothing and shelter, land and machinery are 
needed. Land by itself docs not satisfy human 
needs. Human labor get* raw materials and 
food out of the soil by creating machinery and 
using it upon tne land. Whoever has control 
of land and machinery has control of human 
labor, and with it of human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the land used for, 
industrial purposes are owned by a rapidly 
decreasing minority. So long as machinery 
is simple and easily handled by one man. it 
doc* not make its owners so powerful that 
they can dominate the sources of life of

Socialism, is the readjustment of 
the control of the means of produc¬ 
ing the necessities of life, placing that 
control in the hands of the whole 
people, the object, or rather the ne¬ 
cessity of Socialism is to make an op¬ 
portunity for everybody to live their 
whole lives—not only length of life, 
but breadth of life. 

It requires time for thinking and 
for/studying. The long days ami the 
intense speed that the working ela«s 
are forced to conform to means that 
men and women with fertile minds 
go home at night too tired to do 
their best thinking. Whether the 
natural bent of their natures is art. 
or music, or invention, or science, or 
elocution or philosophy or any other 
natural qualification, they are cut off 
from their opportunity to develop 
themselves. It being true that an 
average working man can produce 
about $4,000 worth of wealth per 
year, it is self-evident, that if he got 
what he produces, he would have 
time to think and study, and thus 
could come up to the full limit of 
his natural qualifications. The whole 
status of civilized society would be 
heightened and broadened. 


Socialism means to stop the crim¬ 
inality among the poor on the one 
hand, and the criminality among the 
rich on the other hand—by taking all 
forma of wealth used by society or 
by the many away from the few and 
making this wealth collective prop¬ 
erty to be owned and controlled by 
the people collectively. 

It is an unavoidable condition of 
what is termed "business” which 
forces the owners of the machinery 
of production to hire labor at its 
cheapest figure. The poor are born 
with all natural human ambitions and 
upon a very low wage they cannot 
keep up with the standard of dress¬ 
ing. the standard of culture. This 
leads th« sensitives to stealing. It 
leads girls tt) prostitute their sex, in 
order to get good clothes, jewelry, 
etc. 

Many men and women necessarily 
cannot be employed under the pres¬ 
ent system, where the workers pro¬ 
duce more than they can buy back. 
The unemployed problem is the 
mother of thieves, robbers, highway¬ 
men. and in extreme cases murderers. 
If the means of production were 
owned by the government the gov¬ 


ernment would have no use for prof¬ 
its. The product of labor in general 
would go hack to the producers of it. 
Each producer would have more than 
he could even waste if he worked 
eight hours a day. He would not 
need to steal. If the workers could 
buy back all of their product there 
would be room in the factories, etc . 
for all to work. Each would get his 
own. The criminals on account of 
unemployment would disappear. 

The criminal rich would disappear 
The owners of the machinery of pro¬ 
duction steal at least $2,000 every 
year from each producer under the 
name of "business.” This is tre¬ 
mendously large stealing. If the ma¬ 
chinery nf production was made col¬ 
lective property this thievery would 
have to stop. Legislators are bribed 
and black-mailrd, courts are cor¬ 
rupted. opposing politicians are even 
murdered, laboring men kidnaped, 
working people departed from their 
own homes, daughters of the poor 
debauched by the idle rich, preachers 
led to deny the very teachings'of 
their Christ. H the means of pro¬ 
duction was made collective prop¬ 
erty this criminality would stop 
among the rich. 


A Profitable City Department.— 
The Manchester, Eng., municipal gas 
department reports a net profit of 
$700,000 la«t year The city council 
has resolved to reduce the price to 
consumers from 55 to 49 cents for 
1,000 cubic feet. The gas department 
has paid over to the city fund $226. 
000 which will reduce taxation by 
one-half. 


The National committee lias just 
voted that hereafter no member of 
the said committee or of the Na¬ 
tional Executive committee shall be 
employed *by either committee.

Many of these are nat¬ 
ural organizer* and speakers, and al¬ 
ready the national headquarters has 
taken steps to retire all national 
committeemen who may have been 
doing organization and lecturing 
work, and to prevent any such *from 
taking part in the new national So¬ 
cialist lyeeurn movement. Doubtless 
the matter will in time readjust itself, 
but meantime, the party’s hands are 
tied in the matter of a free choice in 
picking its lecturers and organizers.

Senator Gaylord Answers Frederic Morehouse 


Sept. 8. 1911. 
Mr. Frederick C Morehouse, City. 

My dear Mr. Morehouse: It is a 
pleasure to acknowledge your very 
frank letter of August 21. and I trust 
that absence from the city will be a 
sufficient explanation of the delay in 
my reply. 

Your letter is exceedingly interest¬ 
ing. as indicating that at least some 
of those who have beetk following a 
certain political leadership in this city 
begin to realize the possibility that 
that leadership may not be reliable. 
The leadership to which I refer is 
that of which the Milwaukee Journal 
is the principal mouthpiece at present. 

I regret that you did not read my 
article in the Social-Democratic Her¬ 
ald of some weeks since, in which I 
gave an analysis of the Home Rule 
bill, and some of the history attend, 
ing its enactment. That article con¬ 
tains a fairly complete statement of 
my reasons for the opinion I hold of 
that bill. 

On the floor of the Senate I chal¬ 
lenged the good faith of the Senate 
in passing the bill, and voted against 
it. I demanded the appointment of a 
special committee to consider the 
merits of the questions involved—and 
raised by myself and others on the 
floor and in the Committee on Cor¬ 
porations. I claimed. AND IT WAS 
ADMITTED—that the subject had 
not had the study &«id attention which 
it merited. 

The answer given—OX THE 
FLOOR—was, that “eminent Mil¬ 
waukee lawyers” had made a careful 


study of the matter, that the Stem j cities TO DO THINGS necessary to 


bill was the .result of their labors, 
and that *thc Senate was taking their 
word as to the character and contents 
of the bill. 

Meanwhile, two members of the 
Committee on Corporations, several 
members of the Judiciary Committee, 
and all of the Milwaukee Senators, 
had—PERSONALLY—expressed the 
opinion that the bill offered by my¬ 
self was "better law" than the Stern 
bill—the one which was enacted. That 
can oriy mean that they believed that 
the Stern bill was faulty. 

Frankly—my first impression of the 
Stem bill was rather favorable. But 
I had at that time made no thorough 
study of the ma»»er. And it is likely 
that none of the gentlemen whom you 
name had at the time they appeared 
before the legislative committee gone 
very deeply into the legal phases of 
the matter. 

But the more study I gave the 
question in general, to the existing 
statutes, to the constitution of the 


the conduct of their own municipal 
affairs. No one claimed that this bill 
was not good Ia.v. Mr Campbell of 
the Journal called it “conservative." 
More than one member of the Judici¬ 
ary Committee called it “the bc«t 
home rule bill introduced"—which in¬ 
volved the acknowledgment of doubt-* 
as to the validity of the Stern bill. 

You are asking ME to "NAMF. 
THF. MEN" who were responsible 
for putting through a law “WITH 
THE INTENT that it shonlil not be 
made effective." 

My dear Mr Morehouse. I am not 
a reader of minds. The ascertaining 
of INTENT is one of the most diffi¬ 
cult things known to investigators of 
human history. And 1 am not nearly 
so much concerned with MEN as I 
am with the INTERESTS concerned 
and the POLITICAL PARTIES

Surely, I am justified in 3<«timing 
that'the “learned lawyers"—who-ever

county treasury.
